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The above map will furnish the reader with a 
very clear idea of the disposition of the Russian 
_ forges in Roumania and Asia Minor. The head~ 
~~ quarters of the Army of the Danube were origi- 
nally at Kischenev, which is on the railroad line 
leading from Odessa to Jassy, Capital of the 


Province of Moldavia, and about midway be- 


tween the Dniester and the Pruth Rivers, but 
the base bas since been established at Jassy, 
which is in easy railroad communication with 


Russia, and from which a railroad and two or 


three good public roads run down to Galatz, 
on the north bank of the Danube, not far from 


three points between Jassy and Galatz, and has 


' swung into position between Ismail and Braila, 


threatening to cross at this point into the 
Dobrudscha, a dlistrict in the extreme 
northeastern part of Bulgaria. The only avail- 
able crossing-places above on the Bulgarian 
frontier are at Silistria, Rutschuk, Sistova, and 
Totrokan; but all of these are commanded by 
powerful fortresses. It is more than probable 
that the apparent Intention to cross at Ismail 
is only a feint to draw attention from the real 
crossing-place up the Danube on the Servian 
frontier, near Gladova. whence the army could 
easily turn the Balkan Mountains and penc-

trate the heart of Turkey in, the direction of 
Sophia and Adrianople. 

The Russian army in Asiatic Turkey, as orig- 
fually organized, composed a corps of over 
100,000 men, commanded by the Grand Duke 
Michael, brother of the Czar. The Russians 
since the Crimean War have constructed their 
roads with reference to possible wars in this 
very section, and their communications, there- 
fore, are now perfect. She has a railroad run- 
ning from the Don to the foot of the Caucasus, 
and has reduced the time of travel to two 
days. Across the mountains she has con- 
structed a fine macadamized road extend- 


ing to Tiflis on the Kur, through the 
valley Of which ake has a_ perfectly 
easy approach into Armenia. The base of 
the Army of the Caucasus is at Erivan. 

locality of the skirmishing recently reported 
from Constantinople is in the Turkish vilayet 
north of Armenia and along the coast of the 
Black Sea east of Trebizond, and near the 
mouth of the Tchoruk River. The two object- 
ive points of the Russian army are Trebizond 
and Erzeroum.

trade with Persia. Erzeroum, the second ob- 
jective point of the Kussians, is the Capital of 


Armenia, on the west branch of the Euphrates, 
about 110 miles southeast of Trebizond. It ia 
the halting-place of the caravans from Teheran 
to Mecca, and the distributor of the Trebizond 
trade with the East, and commands the road 
from Constantinople to Persia, and its posses- 
sion by the Russians will give them control of 
Armenia and the south shore of the Black Sea. 

Kars, the location of Sunday’s battle, is a for- 
tified city of Turkish Armenia, situated on the 
River Kars, 100 miles northeast of Erzeroum, and 
about the same distance inland from the ex- 


treme east coast of the Black Sea. It is a city 
of about 15,000 inhabitants. The place is partly 
walled, and contains a number of mosques, also 
several Armenian churches and convents, most 
of the latter being in ruins. It was taken by 
the Russian General Paskevitch in 1828, and oc- 
cupied two ycars. In 1855, having been strong- 
ly fortified under the direction of English engi- 
neers, it was strenuously defended by Gen. 
Williams and Ismail Pasha against the Russians 
under Muraviefl. An attempt to capture it by 
assault (Sept. 29) failed after a bloody struggle, 
but the place finally surrendered from famine 
at the end of November. Later on the place 
reverted to Turkish possession, and has so re- 
mained for over twenty years.

THE ROUMANIAN INVASION. 

Lexpon,, April 30.—The London papers are 
filled with the details of the wonderful march of 
the Russians from Kischeneff to Galatz, On Tues- 
day morning the Czar’s manifesto was read to the 
troops and the march began. The distance wag 
120 miles over a wet, muddy country, with three 
intervening streams, 
There were not leas than 100,000 men in the com- 
maed, and few wagons. These latter were used 
only for the camp equipage, knapsacks, and arms. 
The wildest enthasiasm prevailed, and the tramp 
was quickly made. 
The Pruth and intervening streams were bridged 
or forded with astonishing rapidity. Before day- 
light Wednesday the advance had passed Husch, 
and by Wednesday noon—less than fifteen hours 
after the order to march was iesued—they had en- 
tered Galatz. 

They at once pushed over the Sereth and took 
possession of the railsoad bridge at Barboschi.

He says that, under the 


pressure of the situation. in Besnia and Herze- 
govina, the following preparations have been made 


for the militia organization: In the Sandjak of 
Herzegovina the following kadiluks, or districts, 
have responded to the call for the organiza- 
tion of the miltia forces: Biletech, with one 
battalion: Irebine and Korenitsch, with two bat- 
talions; Liubarye, with one battalion; and Stolatz, 
with three battalions; These battalions number 
from 400 to 500 men each. They have elected 
their own officers, and the men vary in age from 
15 to 70, and are of Moslem. Greek, and Latin 
Catholic religions. In the Stolatz battalions more 
than 200 Latin and Greek Catholics are to be 
found, and an equal number of Christians are en- 
rolled in the other battalions above mentioned. 
These militia forces meet twice each week for 
drill, and their officers express themselves much 
pleased with the obedience and military spirit mani- 
tested by these mixed elements. The militia lists are 
regularly filled out, and the Commander-in-Chief 
praises the Christian recruits for their apparent 
lingness to defend their country against all ene- 
mies, and he strongly recommends the organiza- 
tion of these mixed forces of Moslems and Chris- 
tians all over the Empire.

JUMPED THE TRACK. 

An engine on the Danville & Vincennes Railroad 
jumped the track yesterday afternoon, and one 
man Was instantly killed, another died in an hour 
orso, and four others were severely and another 
badly injured. The place of the accident was 
abouts mile from Corwith, where the shops of 
the Company are located, and half a mile from 
the Bridewell, ona piece of track owned by the 
Chicago & Southern Railroad. No passenger trains 
have been run over this track since the 17th ult., 
it being now used exclusively for freight trains. 
Locomotive No. 30, Engineer John Halery, 
and fireman Thomas Halvey, 3 abou 
5 o'clock yesterday afternoon from the Burlington 
yards, on the South Branch, with five ‘‘coal”’ 
cars, loaded with lumber for Corwith. At Twenty- 
sixth street the train was obliged to wait for time. 
While so waitingr several 12 jumped into the 
cab for the purpose of riding out to the shops, 
These were Charles vay. a telegraph-operator on 
the St. Louis & Alton Road; Fred Long, a brake- 
man; DeGolyer,a swifehman; Pat Fay and George 
Cassidy, firemen, and a painter and his son, whose 
names were not learned. All except Operator Fay

THE LATEST HORROR,

Montreal, April 30.—There was the greatest 
excitement among all citizens to-day as the news 
of the terrible calamity became generally known. 
On the Corn Exchange President Maclennan paid a 
deep tribute tothe memory of the firemen who 
honorably died in the discharge of their duty, and 
moved that 4 subscription list be opened in aid of 
the families of the sufferers. Ina short space of 
time $1,000 was subscribed. A fire-insurance 
company started another subscription list with a 
donation of 5250. Various pastors throughout the 
city referred to the calamity yesterday in an 
impressive manner. The scene of the calamity 
was yesterday visited by about 10,000 per- 
sons, and the small street was jammed 
up with an eager throng throughout the whole day.

THE KU-KLUX COUNTY.

CARBONDALE, III., April 30.— To-day's develop- 
ments in regard to the Hightower-Kendrick trage- 
dy seem to make the case very complicated. The 
escape of Hightower, coupled together with the 
mysterious manner in which City Marshal High- 
tower is acting, throws 9 suspicious cloud over the 
affair. Last evening about 6 o’clock Marshal High- 
tower engaged a livery rig at this piace, saying he 
wished to take hie brother Jake, the one who did 
the shooting, and the two women witnesses to 
Murphysboro, the county-seat, He has not been 
seen since, and reports from Murphysboro say 
that he has not been there. It is generally thought 
now that both the women and Pei were accessories 


to the deed, Your correspondent accompanied 
the Coroner's Jury to the scene of the tragedy 
this afternoon, and found the body lying 
where it had fallen, twenty-two hours before, on 
the floor of a new and rudely- constructed house of 
oak planks, with only one room, and that scantily 
furnished. Strange to say, the inquest was con- 
ducted In an odd manner, the body not having 
been stripped for examination, and no surgeon 
employed to ascertain the course of each shot, 
Deputy-Coroner Prickett, with the following jurors, 
held the inquest: E. M. Mosburg, foreman, J. C.

The Proclamation of the German Empire, 
at Versailles. 
Correspondence London Times.

„Ide gigantic painting the German sovereigns 


and Free Towns have presented to the German 
Emperor on the 80th anniversary of his birthday 
is a work of the famous Anton von Werner, the 
Director of the Berlin Academy of Arts, and 
one of the greatest historical painters of the 
age. The huge tableau, twenty-seven feet long 
and fifteen feet high, represents the Proclama- 
tion of the German Empire at Versailles on 
Jan. 18, 1871. The painter, who was present on 
the occasion, received the order four 

and has been ever siuce industriously at work 
on it. In tnis comparatively short period he 
has — a work which, for composition, ex- 
ecution, and the immense pumber of figures it 
contains, ranks among the best of its kind. 

The scene of the painting is the weil-known 
„Galerie des Glaces.“ in the Chateau at Ver- 
sailles, a rococo hall, constructed from the de- 
signs of Le Bran, and decorated with fresco 
panne by the same artist. The ‘tator 

ks at the wall opposite the windows—an 
arched suriace, divided by marble pilasters, with 
the intervening 1 ste occu by immense 
looking-glasses. rophies arms, helmets, 
and escutcheons surmount the mirrors, and, 
gracefully arranged, connect the capitals of the 
pilasters with each other. Above this brilliant 
wall the vaulted ceiling displays a series of fresco 
paintings, illustrating the victories of the Grand 
Monarque, who erected the gorgeous pile. The

Theten millions of Ger- 
mans in the Empire have long desired to re- 
unite with their brethren in South Germany, 
and Germany herself is anxious for it, 
and might naturally expect it, should 
Austria yield to the Sclavonic interest 
and allow it to gain the suprem- 
acy. The Ultramontanes in Germany desire 
it, and North Germany is compelled to favor 
it by foreseeing the tremendous dimensions 
and power in a union of the Sclaves, and the 
ultimate alliance of Austria and Russia, 
which such a union might render necessary. 
Apparently, therefore, the following alterna- 
tive confronts Austria, either to occupy 
Bosnia and Herzegovina with the consent of 
Russia, the latter occupying Bulgaria, which 
is Sclavic, and thus take the first step towards 
Sclavic supremacy in the East, or to find

POLITICAL DISINTEGRATION AT THE 
SOUTH. 
Tux Carcaco Trisune was the first jour- 


nal, we believe, to direct popular attention 


to the strong probability that a thorough 
pacification of the South will develop the 
old Whig and Conservative elements in op- 
position to the Democratic party, which has 
all but absorbed the entire native white ele- 
ment in the cotton States. The canvassing 
and discussion of this interesting hypothesis 
were obscured for a long time by public 
matters of more immediate concern, but the 
final abandonment of Federal intervention 
by the withdrawal of the troops from South 
Carolina and Louisiana, and the quiescent 
condition of politics all over the country, have 
again given the subject the importance which 
it deserves. Newspapers, public men, the 
Cabinet officers, even the President himself, 
have all recognized the political significance 
of the discussion, and it is felt generally that 
there will be a very decided change in the 
relation of parties in the Southern States. 

It is proper to state in the outset that Tug 
Trreunez never contemplated the formation 
of a new National party, nor the reorganiza- 
tion of the Republican party, nor the change 
of its name to Whig or any other designa- 
tion than that which it bears. The Repub- 
lican party enjoys an inheritance of too much 
glory, and has the prestige of too much suc- 
cess, to abandon its name and history. The 
change which we have predicted does not 
involve a disintegration of the Republican 
party, but a break in the Democratic party ; 
it does not affect the whole country, but only 
a section of the South where circumstances

Yuma, A. T., April 20 — uma is a place of 
“great expectations.” Situated on the Colora- 
do River at the junction with the Gila, and be- 
ing chosen as the point where the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad is to cross into Arizona, it seems 
to afford some reason, in the natural advantages 
of its location, for at least a considerable por- 
tion of the expectations of its citizens. Here- 
tofore Arizona has been perhaps the most out- 
of-the-way section of our country, its only 
means of communication with the States being 
by stage across California, through New Mexico 
or Colorado, or by equally long and tedious jour- 
neys by water down the river and around the 
point of Lower California: In these days of 
rapid transit the trip to Arizona by such 
means is ditogether too serious ap undertaking, 
and for this reason chiefly the mines, which 
have for years given evidence of being the rich- 
est on the continent, have been undeveloped.

Forty-five miles northeast is the Castie Dome 
mining district,—the oldest in the Territory 
containing mines that have been workeil off 
and on for the past fourteen years, and con- 
tinuously for the past seven years. The ore 
from these mines is principaliy argentiferons 
galena, very rich, but not viclding as large a 
percentage of precious metal as the more re- 
cently discovered mines in the eastern 
part of the Territory. But the reader 
will judge that they must be valuable 
when it is known that the ores have 
nearly all been shipped to San Francisco for re- 
duction, and have paid handsomely over and 
above the expense. Some regard this as the 
best district in the Territory, their confidence 
doubtless being based on the tact that its mines 
have been worked so long with profit and still 
showing large bodies of ore. The district needs 
capital and machinery to develop its greatest 
value. I must reserve more particular mention 
of these mines for a future letter. 

Seven miles south of Castle Dome is the 
Montazuma District,—yielding copper, gold, and 
silver. It is pot worked much now on account 
of lowness of copper and want of water. 

Between here and Castie Dome there is a 
belt of mountains where there is very rich 
placer gold mining. 1 am told that over 62.000, 
000 have been taken out by dry washing. A 
few men are now working there. It is all coarse 
gold. At Gila City a piece of placer gold worth 
$158 was found about four months ago. 

About forty miles north of here on the Cali- 
fornia side is the famous Pacacho quartz gold 
mine of Frank Welcome. The shaft is down 
about 100 feet in ore that goes about 800 per 
ton, which is very high for gold. 

North of the Castle Dome, extending hun- 
dreds of miles up the Colorado, are other very 
rich mines. Most astonishing reports of dis- 
coveries come from tuere, and I shall have more 
to say concerning that region hereafter. The 


‘McCracken district is the most noted. A large 


portion of the ores of this region find an outlet 
via the river. 
mention that the Southerh Pacific Railroad 
Company has purchased the light-draft steam- 
boats and es of the Colorado Steam Naviga- 
tion Company, and will run them in connectiou 
with the railroad from Yuma to the highest 
navigable point on the river. Thus will North- 
ern and Western Arizona, in common with the 
rest of the Territory, reap advantages from the 
building of the Southern Pacific, and contribute 
to the prosperity of this place. With its 
neighboring mines, its fertile river bottoms, its 
commanding place on the Colorado, its imme- 
diate connection by rail with San Francisco and 
2 stage lines with all prominent points in the 
erritory and in Sonora, Yuma can hardly fail of

Show me the 
chance, said the broker, ‘‘andif I back out 1 
will give you $5,000." ‘*Well,” said the soap- 
man, I will give you $50 if you will take one of 
my large advertising signs, put it on your breast, 
carry it up Wall street from Pearl street to Broad- 
way, and return. 

Mr. Barker picked up the sign, adjusted it, and 
sallied into the street. Upnow® the sign a 
large picture of a negro woman washing 
and the words ‘‘ Higgins’ Soap Is the Best.” The 
sight of a well-known broker, of matare years, 
carrying a soap-sign caused great astonishment in 
Wall street. Mr. Barker had not walked three 
blocks before a hundred men and boys were at his 
heels, and when fie started on the home-stretch 
the crowd had increased to fully 500. Bootblacks, 
newsboys, and Wall-steeet messengers shouted 
and cheered, and brokers rushed from their offices 
to the street toascertain the cause of the excite- 
ment. 

In exactly fifteen minutes Mr. Barker reported at 
the soap-man's office and was paid his $50. As he 
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interests resulted in his amassing a fortune. 

Up to two or three hpars before his death he was 
conscious, peaceful, and contented. A few days 
ago he was much disturbed as to his disposition of 
his wordly effecta, but, upon signing his will, he 
became more calm and resigned, and, after provid- 
ing for the conduct of his business by his sons, he 
patiently awaited the tide that should float him off 
upon the dark and unknown sea that rolle all 
around the world.

JONES. 
HELD WITHOUT BAIL. 

Coroner Dietzsch yesterday held an inquest upon 
Alfred Eugene Jones, the colored man sot dead 
by his brother Saturday evening at No. 17 Cottage 
Grove avenue. The body had deen removed for 
safe-keeping to the old Morgue at the corner of 
Eighteenth and Arnold streets, and here the jury 
assembled. Some two or three hours was con- 
eumed by Dr. N. P. Holden, County Physician, in 
making the post-mortem examination. He started 
his saw upon the upper section of the brain, but so 
very thick was the skull that four or five men, in- 
cluding the Doctor himself, were completely ex- 
hausted ere the job was completed. And then, to 
Dr. Holden's surprise, he found that the bullet had 
not penetrated the brain at all, but had absolutely 
flattened out like lead-foil against the base 
of the brain, and consequently death could 


not have been caused by that bullet, unless the ; 


concussion had caused the brain to cease acting. 
This flattening out is especially remarkable when 
the size of the bullet (calibre .32)is considered. 
In the examination following, another bullet 
wound was found im the back about the lumbar 
region, the bullet lodging in the abdomen, which 
alone was sufficient to have caused almost instant 
death. This having been submitted to the jury, 
the inquest procecded. 

Station-keeper Brennan, of the Cottage Grove 
Avenue Station, testified to James Jones, the mur- 
derer, having given himself up at the station, say- 
ing he had shot his brother, but did not know 
whether he was dead or not. The prisoner deliv- 
ered to him upon demand a Fordham & Wadsworth 
revolver with two chambers empty, a gold watch 
and chain with seals, a four-inch blade irk-knife, 
abuncn of keys, a pocket-knife, and a pocket- 
— containing $45.28 in cash and a check for 


Sergt. Barrett testified to having overheard the 
conversation, and to having gone to the scene of 
the shooting, where he found the murdered man 
lying on the floor, as has been already described, 
with a Smith & Wesson revolver almost within 
grasp of his right hand. The Sergeant did every- 
thing in his power to hunt up witnesses, but found 
none, and believes that no outsider either saw or 
heard the shooting. 

Dr. St. Johns testified to having been called in to 
attend deceased, but found. him already dead. 
James Jones was present at the time, and, before 
really ascertaining that his brother was dead, ve 
rome orders to those about him, and then went to- 
wards the Cottage Grove Avenue Station. 

The prisoner was then called upon, but, being 
under the charge of his counsel, ex-State's Attor- 
ney Charles H. Reed, he “oe responded, ‘‘I 
prefer not to say anything.” The jury went out 
with what little evidence they had, and soon re- 
turned with the following verdict: 

We, the jury, find that the sali Alfred Eucene Jones, 
now ying dead at the Morgue, came to his death upon 
the 28th day of April, 1877, in the house No. 17 Cottage 
Grove avenue, from pistol-ahot wounds inflicted by his 
brother, James Jones, and we recommend that the 
Coroner hold the said James Jones without bail for 
further examination before the Grand Jury. 

In conyermation with several of the jurymen 
after the jnquest, it was learned that most of them 
believed it to be a downright murder from the fact 
that the deceased was shot in the back, and his 
murderer has thus far failed to say a single word 
that bore any semblance of truth. The paucity of 
evidence is the worst feature of the case.

Detective John Macauley said that about 10 
o'clock on the night of the killing he showed the 
knife with which the homicide was committed to 
O'Brien, then at the Armory. O’Brien said,. That 
is mine, and that is the knife with which the 
cutting was done.“ Immediately afterward he 
said, *‘ That is the knife he tried to cut me with. 
Dr. Ford was placed on the stand by the defense, 
witnesses for the prosecution not being on hand. 
He examined defendant on the night of the homi- 
cide. and found that his arm was aislocated, and 
that he had a superficial cut of about an inch and a 
half in length just below the left cloow. It was 
possibly half an inch deep, and witness did not 
think it was worth while to dress it. as the bandages 
placed on the elbow served. 
An adjournment was then taken until 10 o'clock 
this morning, the jury being allowed to go home,
